There is no other country in the 
world which has educational institu- 
tlons quite like.

There is no other country in the 
world which has educational institu- 
tlons quite like Britain’s “public 
schools’—Eton, Harrow, Rugby, 
Winchester, ‘and the others Which 
for centurics have educated the sons 
of the English upper and middle 
classes.

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 19 (UP). 
—The Swedish © Government’s 
decision not to intervene’ with 
military assistance on behalf of 
Finland was endorsed to-day by 
King Gustav. 

In a Proclamation Extra- 
ordinary, His Majesty informed 
the country of the Government’s 
decision, which has_been made 
despite repeated Finnish  re- 
quests for aid. ‘ 

The Proclamation read in part: 
“On the first day I told the Finnish 
Government that it is impossible for 
Sweden openly: to participate in 
military intervention on behalf of 
Finland. . 

Must Maintain This Policy 

“Tl am sure that to-day we must 
malntain this policy. We have always 
given the maximum voluntary aid to 
Finland, but 1 feel sure that active 
military: Intervention on behalf of 
Finland would mean not only war 
against Russia, but immediate in- 
volvement in a great war with other 
Powers.” : 

King Gustav took the initiative in 
assembling the Crown: Council for an 
extraordinary meeting, saying that 
he felt. the Prime Minister's statc- 
ment of last week did not sufficiently 
clarify the position between the King 
and his Cabinet, as a result of which 
there had arisen. an open division’ in 
public opinion regarding. the question 
of giving military, assistance to Fin- 
land., ° . 

Threat To Scandinavia 

COPENHAGEN, Feb. 10 (UP).— 
Divergent views and fears are evid- 
ent throughout the Seandinavian 
countries, but It.is_gencrally agreed 
that the Altmark affair might easily 
become an incident capable of trans- 
ferring the whole war from the 
Western Front to Scandinavia. 
—-Phese tendencies: have-been-slrong~ 
ly felt from both sides during recent 
weeks as the Finnish war has 
tightened ond the threats Increased. 

It ts realised that the background 
of the whole question is the fact 
that Germany in no conceivable case 
can allow a foreign army to obtain 
4 foothold on the Scandinavian 
peninsula, even in transit, and thus 
Norway and Sweden feel the incid- 
ent to be much deeper ‘than n mere 
naval battle which might otherwise 
assume the status of the Grof Spee 
encounter. 

Bitter Press Comment 

The Swedish press Mkewlse re- 
fiects this unensy feeling, and js re- 
vealing the pressure - which is 
undoubtedly belng exerted in Stock- 
holm from both sidcs. 

The Swedish paper “Allehanda” jn 
on editorial to-day said: | “The in- 
cident of the Joesing Fjord can be 
the beginning of aggression against 
Scandinavinn territory, the con- 
sequences of which: cannot, be sur- 
veyed. The Nordic flank of the blg 
war front has been utilised on one 
side ‘which endangers . the entire 
Scandinavian territory. That is how 
much neutrality js worth if the in-. 
terests of the great Powers are 
exerted.” . : ‘
